The  island  is  Prince  of  Wales 
Island,  Alaska,  and  home  for 
the  Blankenships  is  Thome  Bay. 

Blankenship  is  a  bivocation- 
al  pastor  in  the  Tongass  Baptist 
Association  and  among  the 
home  missionaries  featured  in 
this  year's  Week  of  Prayer  for 
Home  Missions,  March  2-9. 

Alaska,  the  place  where  peo¬ 
ple  either  "love  it  right  away 
and  stay,  or  hate  it  right  away 


and  leave,"  offers  a  wide  range 
of  ministry  opportunities. 

"The  people  come  here  look¬ 
ing  for  work,  looking  to  make 
their  fortune,"  says  Blankenship. 

"It's  rugged  here,  which  is 
very  tough  on  families,  espe¬ 
cially  the  teenage  girls,"  he  said. 

Families  fall  apart.  Alcohol¬ 
ism,  teen  pregnancy,  and  dmg 
addiction  are  very  common. 

The  Blankenships  find  that 
their  mitiistry  is  more  than  just 
evangelizing  the  lost. 

It's  building  relationships 
with  people  and  helping  to  heal 
their  nurts. 

To  support  themselves,  the 
Blankensnips  run  a  cedar  mill. 

The  work  is  hard  and  the 
risk  is  great. 

In  the  eight  years  they've 
been  in  Alaska,  they  have 
rebuilt  the  mill  twice  —  once 
after  the  roof  collapsed  and 
again  after  a  fire  gutted  the 
prcmerty. 

wing  bivocational  is  also  a 
blessing.  "When  I  go  into  a 
community  for  a  service,  a  lot 
of  people  come,"  says 
Blankenship.  "They  say,  'This 
guy  is  one  of  us.'  1  can  talk  to 
tne  hardest,  meanest,  world¬ 
liest  man  in  any  logging  camp. 
We  work  hard  and  that's  the 
way  we  minister." 

As  tough  as  it  is  in  Alciska, 
the  Blankenships  never  feel 
alone.  "I'U  never  forget  the  day  I 
stopped  on  a  bridge  and  said  to 
the  Lord,  'I  Ccm't  go  any  farther. 
I  can't  see  any  way  that  this  is 
going  to  work.'  And  in  the  quiet, 
he  said  to  me,  'You  just  keep 
doing  what  you  do,  and  I'll  take 
care  of  the  impossible.'" 

Sanford  "Sandy"  Sherman, 
pastor  of  Emmanuel  Church  in 
Ocean  Springs,  is  a  believer  in 
the  Blankenships'  work. 

He  made  his  third  mission 
trip  to  Alaska's  Prince  of  Wales 
Island  in  September  19%.

1994  and  June  1995,  were  made 
in  connection  with  the  Missis¬ 
sippi/Alaska  partnership  pro¬ 
ject,  while  his  last  trip  was  a 
combination  vacation/ mission 
trip  that  included  his  family. 

Sherman  described  the 
Prince  of  Wales  Island  area  as 
an  area  with  a  mix  of  evange¬ 
lized  and  non-evangelized  peo¬ 
ple,  many  of  whom  have  been 
receptive  to  the  Gospel. 

"It  can  be  a  hard  area  in 
which  to  serve.  Progress  can  be 
slow,"  he  explained. 

However,  the  efforts  of  mis¬ 
sion  volunteers  like  Sherman 
and  HMB  personnel  like  the 
Blankenships  are  showing  pos¬ 
itive  results. 

"In  Craig,  we  saturated  the 
town  and  held  a  Vacation  Bible 
Schcx)l.  There  are  a  lot  of  Native 
Americans,  and  there  is  a  mis¬ 
sion  nearby.  The  strongest 


church  so  far  has  been  Coffman 
Cove,"  Sherman  said. 

He  also  mentioned  that 
Blankenship  will  soon  be  in 
Jackson  Association  for  a  series 
of  World  Missions  Conferences, 
and  wiU  preach  a  revival  at 
Emmanuel  Church  on  Feb.  27- 
March  2.
